The American I. W. C. A. has In 


operation three camps in France. One 
is at Grenoble, the second at Quibe-

camp Is at Boulogne-sur-mer and 
If 


for girls from the devastated regions 
of France, Lille, Roubaix and other 
places which are morally depressed 
as a result of four years of German 
occupation.

for six weeks, Instead of the cus- 
tomary two weeks. This, in the opin- 
ion of the camp doctor, Is the least 
possible time In which they can re- 
ceive the proper benefit from camp 
life.

London.—London girls are grace- 


ful and generally walk better than 
their brothers because they are fond 
of dancing according to the medical 
officer of the London County Coun-

helped, if It has not saved the situa- 
tion In regard to the physical devel- 
opment of London girls," said 
the 


medical officer. 
"Particularly notice- 


able Is the much better arched instep 
of the girls In comparison with their 
own brothers and with country child- 
ren generally. 


"The relative absence of flat-foot 


thus brought about Is tho foundation 
of that grace of carriage which the 
typical London girl of the elemen- 
tary schools exhibits. In the country 
schools no dancing Is taught, nor do

An Increased exportation 
of some of Braitls staple commodi- 
ties, such as coffee, rubber, cacao, 
chilled beef, hides, oil-bearing fruits 
etc, s.s well as the high prices which 
these articles have commanded, leaves

It will do more to 
prevent unnecessary delays to street 
traffic, he believes, than any other 
thing. 


The deUys from blocked crossings 


li made a matter of record by the 
street car company and Superinten- 
dent Brllley can tell you how many 
hundred! of hours are lost by the 
street cars every year from this cause. 
And the fact should ba born In mind 
that this Is not the atreet ear com- 
pany'* losa but the public'*. The 
street car company doea not refund 
any 
farea because a crossing Is 


blocked, but the 
assengers merely 


ilt and wait, missing engagements 
and trains and arriving late at their 
places of business. 


UNAVOIDABLE DELAYS. 


Of Bourse wherever etreet* ernes 


railroad tracks at grade there are 
Unavoidable delays. It I* the avoid- 
able blocking ot crossings that Su- 
perintendent Brllley has In mind, the 
holding o£ a crossing by a switch 
crew till they are through when a 
suspension of operations for ten sec- 
onds would let the etreet ear by. Su- 
perintendent Brllley oltes a case that 
Occurred a few [days ago of which ba 
happened to be an eye witness. The 
Champaign Una train leaving town 
stopped on the, street car crossing at 
Leafland avenue while the engine 
went to get water. The cabooe, and 
one oar were on the crossing. The 
train would have bad to pull only 
a couple of car lengths farther to 
clear the orosslng. A Condlt ear with 
thirty or forty passenger* aboard Was 
there ready to go over. 


NO CHANCE. 


"Won't you pull up a little aad let 


us through r aald Mr. Brllley to the 
rear flagman who was flagging that 
end of the train. The man gav* one 
haughty glance at the speaker, sig- 
nalled the engineer to hold It, and 
went about his business. The engine 
was cut off and run to the water 
tank. Th«r street car with its load of 
passengers waited ten minutes till 
the engine took water, coupled up to 
Its train again and the train was on 
Its way. 


"I wrote the company about thrt," 


said auperlntendent Brllley. "We'll 
probably never hear from the letter 
and If we do It will accomplish noth- 
ing. But a crossing flagman wltn 
police ppwer could have ordered that 
crossing cleared and If the order was 
not obeyed he could have called for 
the patrol Wagon and sent some on* 
to police headquarters to explain. 
That's the sort ot thing that will get 
results,"

the next move, then to the wholesale 
and retail public markets. 


Members of the party made obser- 


vations as to existing facilities and 
possible improvements for the mar- 
tetlng and transportation of goods. 


Mrs. Laidlaw was much Impressed 


by her observation* and expressed her 
opinion that If women really mean to 
solve food problems "they must come 
out of the kitchen and into the mar- 
kets." 


TERMINAL MARKETS. 


Mrs Laldlaw criticised the general 


methods of receiving and distribut- 
ing foodstuffs, saying that they could 
DB much improved, and suggested es- 
tablishment of terminal markets In 
different parts of the great city In- 
stead of permitting market conges- 
tion in one section. 


This was the first time In the his- 


tory of New York that so large and 
well organized a group of women 
have undertaken a serious study of 
the marketing problem.
